MORE RAINS 
START NEW 
FLOOD FEAR 


Middle West Drenched as 
_ Tornadoes Sweep Sections 
Devastated by Torrent 


CHICAGO, May 24. (Exclusive)— 
Heavy rains, accompanied by winds 
of gale force which again drenched 
the Middle West today, brought fears 
of a renewal of the flood conditions 
of April. 


At Beardstown, III., it was reported 
that the business district was in 
danger of being mundated for the 
third time in eight months by the 
rapidly rising Illinois River. The Mis- 
sissippi rose a foot in twenty-four 
hours at Moline, where dispatches 

that torrential rains had 
flooded many of the city’s homes and 
business houses. 

A tornado, moving in a restricted 
path only a block wide, destroyed 
several buildings at St. Joseph, Mo., 
and seriously damaged thirty oth- 
ers. The loss was estimated at 
$150,000. 

Street traffic at Galesburg III. 
was interrupted by trees uprooted by 
a windstorm, and it was reported 
that Biggsville, a few miles to the 
west, had suffered still more severely. 

Des Moines, Iowa, and its adjacent 
territory were struck by a small 
tornado. In the vicinity of Daven- 
port, an inch and half of rain 


{fell in an hour and at Clinton, trains 


were delayed by washouts. 

Many families at Terre Haute, Ind. 
had to flee from their homes, when 
the Wabash River rose to flood stage. 
At Indianapolis lightning struck the 
Indiana Statehouse, stunning sev- 
eral employees. 

One hundred and fifty families are 
being cared for at East Peoria, III. 

These le were 
driven from their homes by the 
flood of last week and a new down-

teachers way fail because of 
overenthusiasm, but not because they 
are unintelligent, as charged by some 
educators, Miss Cornelia J. Spencer, 
Portland (Or.) High School princi- 
pal, declared at the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers here 
today. 

“Teachers are expected to be the 
most intelligent peuple in the world 
because they are educated,” Miss 
Spencer said, “and when they fall 
short in any way they come in for 
an unfair amount of criticism. 


EDITOR SPEAKS 
“There are fewer Babbit minds, or 
minds that think as do thousands of 
others, among teachers than in any 
other profession and because their 


Babbitry would be more conspicu- 
ous the few exceptions to the rule 
are pointed out as representative of 
the entire profession.” 

Miss Spencer further declared that 
the young teachers are too enthusi- 
astic when they first start teaching 
and enter too rigorously into social 
activities, thinking that they can 
play most of the night, work all day 
and escape the inevitable breakdown.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 

In these days of more or less acrid 
debate on the injustices which Southern 
California suffers at the hands of the north 
there is a recurrent suggestion that the 


rights is to take our dolls and go home 
in other words, to quit the rest of the 


wealth. 

The Times has taken occasion at various 
‘times to point out the many economic and 
other reasons why, in The Times’ judg- 
ment, State division is undesirable. Bu 
this is by no means to say that we should 
meekly put up with imposition or should 
be satisfied with an iota less than our 
rights as determined by our preponderance 
of wealth, population and taxes paid. An 
examination into the facts shows that the 
means is at our hand to correct the exist- 
evils of discrimination and that it is 
to us to find a way effectively to use it. 

The thirteen counties usually classed as 
making up Southern California had slightly 
more than 51 per cent of the State's regis- 
tered vote for the general election of 1926 
and that preponderance is increasing ev- 
ery year. The representation of these thir- 
teen counties, incidentally, is restricted to 
but one-third ot the State Senate and 35 
per cent of the Assembly. 

A united Southern California, voting con- 
sistently against the combination San Fran- 
Cisco and Oakland form with the northern 
rural counties, would always be successful. 
Heretofore this has not been accomplished 
because of the fact that the Southern Cali- 
fornia vote is split, with the field opposing 
Los Angeles. : 

This situation has been cleverly capital- 
ized and enlarged upon by northern politi- 
cians. Los Angeles has been pictured as; 
an “octopus, reaching its tentacles out over 
the State,” as inimical to the weifare and 
development of California, as “indecent 
and dishonest.” Those ver) terms were em- 
ployed on the floor uf the Senate and As- 
sembly at the last session by representa- 
tives ef northern rural counties. This cam- 
paign of vilification: frequently has bbten 
successful in alienating from Los Angeles 
the support of the southern rural counties. 
However, it begins to appear that a 
strong Southern California sentiment is be- 
ing built uy. An example was the fact 
that nearly every Southern California As- 
semblyman voted with Los Angeles in an 


in Congress from this county. The rural

The interests of this and the other south- 
ern counties are identical.

I'd thought 
because I'd seen a good many 
plays, read a good many and ap- 
preciated a good many that I had 
learned something of the art. 

Yet. I wouldn't think of trying 


to paint a picture. without any 


training, though I've seen and ap- 
preciated quite a few. Even ap- 
preciation of what is great doesn't 
teach a fellow the technic. 

It is people who go off unpre- 
pared, as I did, who are the bane 
of all the play readers, scenario 
edftors, magazine ‘editors and 
newspaper editors, of America. 
They wouldn't try to play tiddle- 
de-winks without studying the 
game, but they will try to produce 
a real artistic creation without any 
labor of preparation. I know a 
man who is a brilliant business 
man, a uatural-born after-dinner 
speaker, a master of crowd-psy- 
chology. But the other day he 
asked me to read an article he had 
prepared for publication—and it 
was hopeless. He had plenty of 
facts, plenty of good stuff, plenty 
of ideas. But he'd never learned 
the first principles of putting those 
things together in a readable ar- 
ticle—and now, no doubt, he is 
wondering why on earth the editor 
to whom he sent that piece doesn't 
publish his splendid article. 

You can’t build a house by 
dumping a log of fine materials 
together. You must know how to 
build them into something useful 
or they are wasted. And that 
takes more than observation and 
appreciation. It takes study and 
practice.
